Description
Awarding state procurements to certified disabled veteran-owned businesses, providing an exemption from

emergency rule procedures, and requiring the exercise of rule-making authority

Assumptions Used in Arriving at Fiscal Estimate

Currently, purchasing staff in the agency include standard boilerplate language in the bidding process
explaining the preference requirements for Minority Business Enterprise ("MBE") businesses. This would
require drafting new language to include disabled veteran-owned businesses as well. The Disadvantaged
Business Enterprise ("DBE") program is a federai program, and the agency does not have the discretion to
add additional business qualifications to that program. The bill analysis does not state which preference
takes precedent over the other. Overall, this bill would require some additional incidental workload for
purchasing staff similar to the MBE program. The majority of workload issues would be handled by the
Department of Administration.
